A FIRST  IN 
JEFFERSON  CITY 

Sister  Olive  Louise,  president  of  Avila,  was  one  of  the 
six  presidents  and  chancellors  of  private  colleges  and 
universities  in  Missouri  invited  to  attend  the  March  2-3 
meeting  of  the  Missouri  Commission  on  Higher  Education  in 
Jefferson  City.  The  others  who  received  invitations  were 
Reverend  Paul  C.  Reinert,  S.J.,  President,  St.  Louis 
University;  Thomas  H.  Eliot,  Chancellor,  Washington 
University;  John  Anthony  Brown,  President,  Lin- 
denwood  College;  W.  L.  Tompkins,  President,  Missouri 
Valley  College;  and  Donald  M.  Mackenzie,  President, 
Park  College. 

The  invitation  asked  each  educator  to  talk  "long  enough 
to  lay  forth  major,  unvarnished  concerns  and  thoughts  on 
private  education.”  Actually,  each  president  spoke  for 
about  thirty-five  minutes  and  discussion  followed  each 
presentation. 

The  invitation  was  the  first  of  its  kind  and  indicated  a 
growing  awareness  of  the  role  of  private  higher  education 
in  the  state  of  Missouri.  Missouri  at  this  time  has  no  master 
plan  which  includes  the  private  sector  of  higher  education 
even  though  these  institutions  represent  an  educational, 
economic,  and  social  asset  that  the  state  can  neither  afford 
to  lose  nor  afford  to  replace. 

Avila  was  the  smallest  of  the  six  colleges  and  universities 
represented.  Because  of  its  change  to  a new  campus  and 
the  renewal  which  took  place  at  that  time.  Sister  Olive 
Louise  said,  Avila  has  not  been  caught  in  the  expense  of 
maintaining  the  traditional.  Flexibility  has  been  the 
keyword.  And  so  Avila  has  escaped  many  of  the  problems 
that  face  other  private  colleges  today. 

The  college  is  working  hard,  she  said  to  develop  a 
working  relationship  with  the  various  agencies  in  the 
metropolitan  area:  (COP)  Careers  Opportunity  Program 
for  paraprofessionals  in  education;  (CUTE)  Cooperative 
Urban  Teacher  Education  Program;  (COSWAP) 
Cooperative  Social  Work  Program. 

Some  Avila  facts  brought  out  by  Sister  Olive  Louise 
are  the  following:  student  enrollment  in  September, 
1969,  550  students;  88  per  cent  from  Greater  Kansas 
City  and  Missouri;  62  per  cent  from  the  state  of 
Missouri;  85  per  cent  with  financial  assistance;  46  per 
cent  in  education  and  nursing;  54  per  cent  in  liberal 
arts  majors;  6 per  cent  Negro;  29  per  cent  non- 
Catholic;  $900,000  budget  with  a favorable  audit. 

The  session  in  Jefferson  City  closed  with  a summation 
asking  three  things:  that  each  Missouri  institution  of  higher 
learning  1)  sharply  define  its  role;  2)  unite  its  voice  for  a 
tuition-grant  plan  permitting  students  to  choose  the  public 
or  private  school;  3)  develop  contractual  agreements  with 
the  state  on  a cost-basis  for  professional  education  services 
to  Missouri  students. 

Private  colleges  and  universities  in  Missouri  have 
available  facilities  of  excellent  caliber  to  offer  to  students. 
If  included  in  the  state  plans,  they  could  offer  a splendid 
education  to  students  and  save  Missouri  millions  of  dollars 
by  making  use  of  existing  faculties  and  facilities. 


CONGRATULATIONS 

Avila  proudly  claims  and  congratulates  the  Right 
Reverend  Monsignor  William  Baum,  Bishop-Elect  of 
Springfield,  Missouri,  and  Reverend  George  K.  Fitz- 
simons  who  will  succeed  him  as  Chancellor  in  Kansas 
City. 

From  1 954  to  1 963,  Monsignor  Baum  taught  theology  and 
histary  at  Avila.  He  was  held  in  high  regard  by  both  faculty 
and  students.  His  consecration  as  Bishop  of  Springfield  will 
take  place  on  April  6. 

Father  Fitzsimons  has  been  chaplain  at  Avila  since 
September,  1969.  Even  in  this  short  time,  he  has  shown  his 
remarkable  ability  as  priest,  counselor,  and  friend.  Or- 
dained in  1961,  he  has  done  parish  work,  has  taught 
religion,  and  presently  is  Director  of  the  Propagation  of 
Faith.  On  March  10,  he  was  appointed  the  new  Chancellor 
of  the  diocese. 

Father  Fitzsimons  has  another  close  relationship  with  the 
college.  Two  of  his  sisters  are  graduates  of  Avila:  Mrs.  John 
William  Jaeger  (Helen  Fitzsimons  '53)  of  Wilmette,  Illinois; 
and  Mrs.  F.  J.  Muckenthaler  (Margaret  Fitzsimons  '44)  of 
Oak  Ridge,  Tennessee.
